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PEKING, Oct 16— Commu- 
nist China described the Unit- 
ed States and the Soviet Un- 
ion today as “a couple of pa- 
per tigers” and repeated its 
charge that they have formed 
an “anti-China new holy alli- 
ance.” 

An editorial in the official 
People’s Daily said President 
Johnson’s speech Oct-. 1 7 on 
European policy was ‘‘one 
more demonstration that, in 
fact, a U.S.-Soviet alliance is 
already in existence.” 

The speech was “a counter- 
revolutionary . declaration on 
tuc ' pG,iCy of Stepping up 
‘peaceful evolution’ for the 
Soviet Union and the Eastern 
European countries, an ag- 
gressive. blueprint for the U.S. 
to overrun the whole of Eu- 
rope, a notice served on the 
Soviet revisionist group for 
an all-out and thorough capitu- 
lation, and a confession- of 
world-wide U.S.-Soviet collu 
sion on a big scale,” the edi- 
torial said. 

The editorial was signed^ 
“Observer,” a pseudonym 
thought to be used by a high-' 
ranking Party official. 

It accused the Soviet lead- 
ers of conducting secret diplo- 
macy with the United States, 
agreeing to “sell-outs” on 
Vietnam, the Dominican Re- 
public, the Congo, Cyprus and 
Rhodesia. 

Since the start of the 
Khrushchev period, the edi- 


torial said, “the United States 
has no longer regarded the 
Soviet Reading group as an 
enemy; imt looked upon them 
as frieife instead.” 

It a«ied that President
